DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1,4-8, 21, 24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Mann et al 2005/02201 1 1 A1 . 

Re Claim 1, fig. 2 teaches I/O Controller 110 whereby Classification-Based 
Packet Transferring Mechanism 120 sends plurality of message packets (sending a 
plurality of message packets) wherein 120 includes Packet Classification mechanism 
240 (a network access layer device) that classifies the plurality of packets based on the 
Session ID (transport connection) whereby the Packet Grouping Mechanism 260 sends 
the group of packets (a batch) to a Host 140 (a transport layer component) allocated for 
the transport [0025 +]. 

Re Claims 4, 24, refer to Claim 1 , wherein 240 classifies the message packet 
based on header information. 

Re Claims 5, 25, refer to Claim 1 , wherein the packet are sent to a transmit 
queue (a connection queue). 
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Re Claims 6, 26, refer to Claim 1 , wherein groups of packets are transmitted to 
plurality hosts and session Ids (a second connections). 

Re Claim 7, refer to Claim 1 , wherein the packet is classified low priority 
message. 

Re Claims 8, 27, refer to Claim 1, wherein 110 supports IP packets. 
Re Claim 21 , refer to Claim 1 , wherein 110 includes queue 230 (a memory) 
coupled to a bus and 120 (a processor). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-3, 22, 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

In combination with Claims 1 and 2; 21 and 22, prior art fails to generating a 
single interrupt for sending plurality of classified message packets to a network 
component in a single batch. 

4. Claims 9-20 are allowed for reasons above.
